Lonpon, July 21.—\|By Cable and 
Associated Press.| The intimation 
made by Balfour in the Commons yes- 
terday to the effect that a local gov- 
ernment bill for Ireland, based on the 
same lines asthe English and Scotch 
acts will be introduced by the govern- 
ment at the next session of Parliament 
is founded on fact, and such a meas- 
ure will certainly become a part of the 
government programme for the next 
session. The discussion of the esti- 


‘mates in Parliament has been made 


the occasion for long reviews in the 
press in which the improved condition 
of Ireland, the fact that agra- 
rian crime has diminished and trade 
increased, that evictions have been 
lessened in number, that boycotting 
bas almost ceased, that the plan of 
campaign is almost extinct and that 
emigration has decreased, are con- 
siderably touched upon. During the 
past week five of the principal banking 
corporations of Ireland have held an- 
nual meetings and declared dividends 
of 10 per cent. 


The Standard, referring to this im- 
provement in the condition of Ireland, 
asserts that the discontinuance of sub- 
sidies received from the United States 
is largely responsible for the improve- 
ment. *Tenants,’’ the Standard adds, 
*“bribed by American dollars, will per- 
sistin their dishonest and unlawful 
conspiracy, but left to face, unaided, 
the consequences of their criminal mis- 
take, first in one place and then in an- 
other, they have found it necessary to 
surrender, while the humiliating col- 
lapse of the plan of campaign has 
given warning as to the worth of the 
solemn pledges of agitators.’’ 

Gladstone has already stated that it 
is undeniable that the Conservatives 
in some respects have a great advant- 
age in undertaking home-rule legisla- 
tion, for when the tories propose radi- 
cal legislation the lords growl, but they 
bearit.

Moving on the Works of the Cable 
Company-—History of the Case 
-A Bright Light Thrown 

Upon It. 


‘The following report bas come into the 
possession of Tur Times, and is printed 
for the sake of the great public interest at- 
taching to the subject: 

THE HISTORY OF THE CASE. | 

In 1888 the Los Angeles Cable Railway 
Company began operations, having received 
a franchise authorizing it to build cable 
lines on the fullowing streets in Lop An- 
eles: 

Grand avenue, Seventh street, Broadway, 
First street, Spring street, Main street, 
Upper Main street, San~ Fernando street 
and Downey avenue—a double-track front- 
age of twenty-one miles. And its horse-car 
lines were on the following streets: Daly 
street, Kubrts street, Aliso street, Main 
street, First street, Spring street, Ninth 
street, Olive street, Fifth street, Fourth 
street, Hill street, Sixth street, Twelfth 
street, Figueroa street and ashington 
street— a trackage of twenty miles. 

This company executed a mortgage on its 
property and franchises for $1,500,000 with 
Wiiltam Alvord and Thomas Brown as 
trustees for the bondholders. Mr. Alvord 
is president of the Bavk of California, and 
was then, and unti! recently, president of 
the Pacific Kelling Mili Company. Mr. 
Brown is casbier of the Bank of California, 

Of these bonds ab. ut $586,000 were sold to 
San Francisco investors, and as the interest 
was payable quarterly they brought a 
premiuin of about five per cent. and accrued 
interest. The Bank of California owns 
$100,000 of them. The San Francisco Sav- 
ings. Union, Mr, Lovell White, president, 
has $100,000. 

The Pacific Rolling Mill Company, Wm. 
Aivord president, entered intoa contract 
with the Los Angeles Cavle Railway Com- 
pany for supplies or material to build cer- 
t:in portions of its lines for the sum of about 

75),000, ‘Lhe contract was carried out and 
the Rolling Mill Company made a haudsome 
protit out of it. 

ln 1889 the Los Angeles Cable Railway 
was absorbed by, or sold to the Pacific 
Railway Company, a corporation organized 
under the laws of Lilinvis,. This 
continued the work of 2onstruction, an 
caused 7the issue of $464,v00 more of the 
first mortgage bonds of the Los Angeles 
Cable Katlway Company, making a total 
issue of $1,250,000, and leaviug $250,000 un- 
sold and in the hapndsof the company. 
These bonds are still unsold. 

The Pacific Kailway Company placed 
upon the property a second mortgage of 
$2,500,000 which they disposed of in the 
Kast, except $833,000, which was set aside 
to retire that amount of the first mortgage 
bonds of the Los Angeles Cable Company, 
it being the agreement that the successor 
es should not issue more of these 

nds. 

On January 20, 1891, the property of the 
Pacific Railway Company in this city was 
placed inthe hands of a receiver, the com- 
pany having been embarrassed for some 
time, F. Crank was appointed to the 
receivership. 0 

A CONNECTING INCIDENT. 

In 1886 a cable line was built from Spring 
street west on Second street to Belmont 
Avenue. The line was constructed in the 
interest of the large lend-owners on the 
hills on the west side of thecity. The in- 
vestment was » total loss asan investment, 
and in the spring of 1890, the nominal 
owner, James McLaughlin, left the city and 
went back Kastand abandoned the prop- 
erty. Thetracks were taken up, and the 
franchise abandoned. The consequence of 
the abandonment of the line, was that per- 
sons who had purchased property on the 
hilis refused tocomplete their payments and 
residents began to abandon their property. 
The owners of the land, realizing that they 
must have convenient and quick transit, 
determined to build, in some way, another 
cable line. A new franchise was procured 
froin the Council on August 7, 1890, which 
authorized the construction of a cable line 
from Yarvell street via First street, Like 
Shore avenue, Second, Spring, Fourth *and 
Third streets to Santa Fé avenue. The 
property-owners. then entered into a con- 
tract with the Pacific Rolling Mill Company 
of San Francisco to construct the line. The 
contract with the Rolling Mili 

rovided in substance that the Kolling Mill 

Sgmpany was to have a majority of its 
stock and ali of the bond issue, the interest 
on the bonds to be guaranteed by the pro- 
moters. The Kolling Mill Company began 
work under this contract, and shipped 

uite a lot of material here for the purpose. 
This bit of history will be an important link 
in the matters hereafter to be related. 

SOME PERSONAL HISTORY. .- 

Mr. R. H. Pratt is assistant general super. 
intendent of the Southern Pacific Company. 
Mr. Pratt has three sons-in-law, whose 
names and occupations, so far as known to 
this case, are as follows: 

Mr. B. O. Carr, manager of the People’s 
San Francisco; 
this bank is an offshoot of the Pacific 
Bank, K. H. McDonald president. 

M. A. Dorn, atterney for the People’s 
Home Savings Bank and member of the 
firm of Dorn & Dorn, atturneys for the Pa- 
cific Bank. His brother is a director of the 
People’s Home Savings Bank. 

The third son in-law is M. H. Sherman, 
president and promoter of the Los Angeles 
Consolidated Electric Railway. Heis also 
a director of the National Bank of Califor- 
nia, and a member of the Sherman-Harden- 
berg Cattle Company of Arizona. He is 
also interested in several other corporations 
in Arizona. The following extract from 
The Buckeye Biade, printed at Buckeye. 
Ariz., on September 29, 1890, acquires an 
interest in this connection: 

“In the published report of the Bank 
Commissioners of California for July, 1890, 
a detailed statement is given of the con- 
‘dition of the various banks in the State. 
There appears among the assets of the 
People’s Home Savings Bank of San Fran- 
cisco—nearly all the stock of which is 
owned bythe Pacific Bank—the Llowing 
items of resources: Bonds of the Phoenix 
Water Works Company, $70,000, being part 
of an issue of $250,000 second mortgage 
bonds, there being a first’ issue of first 
mortgage bonds of $60,000 held in Buston, 
and upon which the last interest was de- 
faulted, but may have been paid since. 

“Under the head of loans, appe irs $46,000 
tothe Phoenix Water Works Company on 
$600,000 of their stock—tetal issue raised 
from $100,000 to $1,000,000, 

‘Under the same he» ding of loans also ap- 
pe rs $19,114 to the Skerman-Hardenberg 
Cattle Company, on $33,000 of their capital 
stock, total issue being $100,000. For this 
ranch and stock we are informed that only 
about $5000 was first paid, 

“Also among the assets of the People’s 
Home Savings Bank are the bonds of the 
Valiey Street Railway Company of Phenix, 
of which the Valley B nk is treasurer and 
trustee for the bondholders, amounting to 
$56,000, for which the ‘savings bauk’ paid 
pas, anda report their market yalue at $58,- 


“The reader can now grasp the situation. 
Can the ability of men be questioned who 
can float such schemes? Bui what can be 
thought of a bank for ‘people’s savings’ 
that would pay such enormous figures lor 
such inflateu securities? ‘laking a retro- 
spective view of these schemes again, deal- 
ing with the Water Works Company first: 
the plant of said company cost about $6u,- 
000, but could be repiaced at $50,000. The 
tollowing sectirities have been issued and 
sold:

“Glancing at the Sherman-Hardenberg 
Cattle Company’s figures, we find the same 
state of inflation.

They 
incorporated it at $100,000; took $383,00u of 
the stoc#® and ‘soaked’ 8 collateral for a 
of $19,114 from th eople’s Savings 
ank.”’ 


On September 29, 1890, the Los Angeles 
Council passed an ordinance granting to B. 
Y. Carr [of the Peopte’s Home Savi gs 
Bank) and bis assigns the right to buiid an 
electric street raiiway in Los Angeles. The 
management of the ordinance before the 
Council was in the hands of Mr. J. A. Muir, 
division superintendent of the Sodthern 
Pacific Company, and Counciiman Bonsall. 
Mr. Carr was required to file the usual bona 


that be would comply with the provisions 
of the 


ordinance and his bond 
was signed by b. O. Carr, man- 
ager of the People’s Home Savings 


Bank of San Franciseo; R. H; MeDonald, 
president of the Pacific Bank, San Fran- 
cisco; D. 8. Dorn of Dorn & Dorn, attor- 
neys for the P cific Bank and the People’s 
Home Savings Bank; R. H. Pratt, assist- 
ant general superintendent Sou:hern Pa- 
citic Company; A. K. Stevens, superintend- 
ent of the Sutter-street Railway, San 
Francisco; Frank V. McDonald, cashier of 
the Pacific Bank ot San Francisco, and 
formerly the manager ofa savings pank at 
Norfolk, Va, With the above names were 
those of two citizens of Los Angeles. 


THE SCHEME DEVELOPING, 


On the 12th of November, 1890, “‘The Los 
‘Angeles Consolidated Electric Railway 
Company,” with its principal piace of busi- 
ness at San Francisco, Cal., claims to have 
been organized in the Territory of Arizo a. 
The laws of that Territory are very liberal, 
and corporations can be so organized that 
the stock can be issued free, and the stock- 
holders exempt from any liability for debts 
of. the’ corporition. The organizers had 
evidently overlooked the foilowing pro- 
vision contained in section 322 of the Civil 
Code of California: 

“The liability of each stockholder of a 
corporation formed under the laws of any 
other State or Territory of the United States, 
or of »Dy foreign country, and doing bus- 
iness within this State, shall be the same as 
the liability of a stockhulder of a corpora- 
tion created under the Constitution and 
laws of this State.” — 

As this section of the code has since been 
sustained by the Supreme Court of Califor- 
nia, theincorporators of the Los Angeles 
Consolidated Electric Company have not 
been able to ee their stockholders beyond 
the reach of liability for all the debts of the 
company under the laws of this State. 

The officers and directors of this Arizona 
corporation, so-called, were: M. H. Sher- 
man, president; R, H, Pratt, vice-president; 
F. V. McDonald, secretary and treasurer; 
A. W. Barrett. superintendent. Directors 
in addition to officers; William Christy, K. 
H. McDonald, J. M. C. Marble, Samuel 
Miller, D.S. Dorn, Perry Wildman and J. 


A. Muir, 


To this Arizona corporation Mr. Carr is 
supposed to have assigned his franchise for 
an electric road, 


On the next day, December 25, the pro- 
motors of the scheme embraced in the plans 
of the alleged Arizona corporation distrib- 
uted their Christmas gifts of stock in the

‘Lhis stock has been traced thus far, while 
the subject was in hand, and location 
will explain many details which are to 
follow. 

SECURING LINES. 

On September 29, 1890, Mr. Carr received 
his franchise, which covered the old Second- 
street line, and subsequently finished the 
work of securing the consent of the property- 
owners forachange from a cable to an 
electric line, and they finally succeeded in 
making the agreement thit the subsidy of 
$30,000 that had been subscribed, payable 
on the completion of the cable road within 
a specified time, would hold good and be 
paid, should the road be operated by elec- 
tricity. 

AM IMPORTANT STEP. 

O& December 24 the Arizona corporation 
entered into the following contract with the 
Pacific Rolling Mill Company: 

THE CONTIACT. 

“THis AGREEMENT, wade andj entered 
into the 24th day of December, 1890, 
at the city and county of San Francisco, 
State of California, by and between the Los 
Angeles Consolidated Electric Railway

This contract is worthy of study. It will 
be seen that the contractors pay only 80 
Centsonthe dollac for the bonds which 
they take: the bonus of 15 per cent. on 
two-thirds of the contract price amounts to 
20 per Cent, om the amount ot bonds taken 


‘by tuem, and the profit on the contract still 


to be deducted fro this figure. 

lt will also be ovserved that this contract 
at the rate of $30,000 per mile for 
doubie-track road, dues not provide 
for the’ construction of oyer twelve 
miles of road, including so much of 
the cable and horse-car lines of other com 
panies as they might appropriate. But 
adding one-third to the $80,000 would make 
the total average cost per-mile $106,666,66—a 
Sum that would put to blush the buiiders of 
the Market-street line in San Francisco. 

But the defective feature of this whole 
matter is that the Pacific Rolling Mill Com- 
pany could not tnake a legal contract to do 
this work, and therefore the whole contract 
is hot worth the paper it is written upon. 
The articles of incorpor 
Mill Company provide as tollows: ~

LEGAL DIFFICULTIES. 
| About thefirstof the yearthe Mayor of 
Oakland discovered that the law of the 
State did not allow cities to authorize the 
building of electric lines. It was known 
that one street railway could occupy the 
lines of another company for five biocks, 
that law having been enacted long ago, but 
it was deemed best to have it changed to 
allow any bumberef “blocks of five” in the 
saine city. This simple difficulty could 
have been overcome by a tithe adr it work 
with the legisiative bosses, provided the 
Soutbern Pacific Company’s San Fradcisco 
interests were not injured by it. But when 
the Mayor of Oakland made his discovery 
; there was nothing to be done except to cap- 
ture the legislative department of the 
Southern Pacific Company. Hence the 
issue of. stock to Southern Pacific officials 


and Crimmins. Circumstances favored 
this line of action. All the owuvers 
of the Southern Pacific Compan 


pany 
were in the East except Mr. C, F. Crocker 
and he ieft the State in January and did 
not return until latein March, by which 
time the deviitry had been done, and sec- 
tions 497 and 499 of the Civil Code were so 
amended that eiectricity was recognized as 
a motor, and thatthe new road could use 
five blocks of track of the old frvad, then 
turn off for a block or two, and hopon again 
for five blocks more. But it has become 
apparent that in the Los Angeles case this 
was to be used only as a biuffon the Cable 
Conipany. 

Work was begun by the Pacific a 
Mili Company on the Secvnd-street line o 
the franchise granted to Carr for the Los 
Avgeles Consolidated Electric Company. 
This part of tne line did not compete With 
the cable lines except for the business to 
Westlake Park, and as it was the nest egg 
of the electric scheme it had to be hatched 
by July 1, 1891 

GATHEKING UNEARNED INCREMENT. 

The tempting bait, the real object of the 
scheme, was the cable lines and power 
houses of the Pacific Kailway Com- 
re! (the Los Angeles Cab.e Company.) 

ith thete they would not only coutrol the 
Street-car system of the city, but they 
could light the whole town, “inside and 
out, two,” and thus leave nothing of the 
Los Angeles Lighting Compauy. 

The Los Angeles Cable Company was 
embarrassed, and its creditora might be 
frightened into disposing of it withont 
money. Mr. Sherman and his associates 
could not raise the million or more needed 
for this purpose frum frieudly banking in- 
Stitutious in San Francisco, but if they 
could induce the first mortgage bond- 
holders to give up their holdings, they 
would . on velvet. To give this 
Matter the proper start, Mr. J. M. ©. Marbie 
wrote a letwer «ddressed to Wiliiam Alvord, 

resident of the Bank of California, and 
vell White, manager of the San Fran- 
cisco Savings Union. While the letter was 
addressed to them, it was written for effect 
upon Mr. White, whose bank owns Lus 
Angeles Cabie Company’s bonds, and upon 
other huiders of bonds not interested in the 
electric scheme. It is the key to the whoie 
situation, If it would work it would 
place in the hands of the Consoli- 
dated Electric Raiiway Company twenty 
miles of cable lines, with three power 
houses at different points in the city, and 
twenty-five miles of horse-car lines, with ail 
of their equipmert, and without the invest- 
ment of a duilar. 
Tne following isa copy of the letter in 


full:

The large amount of street paving 
sure to be done here soon, at the expense to 
the Cable Company vf not leas than #22 500 
per mile, and the paralleling of its lines by 
the new company, will certainly affect its 
income, 80 «s to give the probability of.a 
cheaper purch.se lateron. Whilst this is 
true, were the new company in possession 
now, it would save some duplicating of 
lines by electrizing part of the “horse lines 
of the old c mpany—an: advantag each, 
if their interests are to be common, 

“‘Were it possibie to make a quick sale of 
the property, | have no doubt that would 
be the most satisfactory solution to all, ex- 
cept the junior security holders, 

**U nless courts are differently constructed 
here from what they are Kast, I take it that 
in the absence of «a satisfactory adjustment 
with an impurtant part of the second mort- 
gage and other creditors, the litigation will 
be likely to prove a Jarndyce & Jarndyce 
affair, with no advantage to any but those 
interested in legal fees. 

“The electrizing of the horse-car lines of 
the present Cable Company; the removal of 
the competition of the Consolidated Elec- 
tric Company, with the guarantees it could 
give, would certainly greatly improve the 
security of the first mortgage bondholders. 

*T understand there are $1,25v,000 of the 


first mortgages certified, and that while 


they are not all out, it will require full 
that sum, or more, to cover defaulted inter- 
est and preferred claims. 

“My proposition would be, that the Elec- 
tric Company assume the responsibility of 
the property, and in consideration of the 
priviiege of prepaying, at their pleasure, 
the first mortgages (uuless the holders pre- 
fer to retain them at 5 per cent.), to guar- 
antee the same. 

“The junior security holders of the 
Pacific Cable Company, in consideration of 
being relieved from the responsibility of an

“Where there isso much dissatisfaction 
and dissension as is evidentiy present 
among the eastern creditors of the Pacific 
Cabie Company, un .nimity is not to be ex- 
pected on any plan of reorganization, yet 
this proposition is so liberal that-it appears 
to me it sught to commend itself toa sufli- 
cient number of creditors to insure suc- 
cess. 

“Any one going East ostensibly in the

CONCLUSIONS, 
From the foregoing facts, and others not

First—That none of the sto ckholders of 
the Los AngelesConsolidated KlectricCom- 
pany have paid ou® cent for the stock issued 
to them, and a8 you know, many of them 
are without means, and must have been 
given the stock, in order to use them per- 
sonally or in their official connection with 
corporations which are expected to con-

Second—That the scheme was originated 
for the purpose of making a show of com- 
peti: g tines and then take advantage of 
the embarrassments of the Cabie Compiny 
and {frighten its bondholdersand creditors 
into turning their interests over to the 
Electric schemers, aud take in payment 
therefor securities as outiined in the letier 
of Mr. Marble to Messrs. Alvord and White, 
It seems clear to me that after the directors 
of the Home Savings Bank had been 
drawn into the thing by the original ma- 
nipul:tors, they felt financially strong 
enough toenter into acontract with the 
Pacific Rolling Mill Company, by the terms 
of which that concern should pe paid one- 
third in cash for work done, 

Third—An examination of the ground 
will show thatif the electric scheme was 
carried out of inv the territory of the 
Cable Company, that in the next twenty 
years there would not be enough business 
to pay operating expenses fur the lines, 
leaving out of sight interest and dividends, 
It ie elear therefore, that none of the origi- 
nators or stockholders ever intended to put 
one dollar of their own money iato the 
scheme, and that they never intended 
ouilding any naw lines beyond the old Sec- 
ovd-street line and its extension to a con- 
nection with the cable lines at Westlake 
Park, Tothis would be added the im- 
mense power plant which would supply all 
the electricity they would need and leav- 
such a surplus that they could “‘biuff” the 
Los Angeles Lighting Company into a sur- 
render of their plant in much the same 
manner as they expected to get control of 
the property of the Cabie Company. 

Fourth That the contract with the Rolling 
Mill Company is ultra vires; that the con- 
tracting parties knew this, and expected, in 

case of miscarriage of the scheme, to take 
advantage of this fact. [am forced to this 
conclusion because the trustees of the Koll- 
ing Mill Compauy are men of average intel- 
ligence, and wust bave known how far their 
powers extended. 

Fifth—The fact that all of the officers and 
directors of the People’s Home Savi 
Bauk were given such enormous biocks of 
stock. without payment therefor, explains 
itself. ‘That there has been a general con- 
spiracy, which needs the attention of the 
Bank Commissioners and the Attorney- 
General, seeins plain. 

Sixth—That the whole venture is a 
gamble on the -part of the manipu- 
laters, and that in the end _ the 
trustees of the Pacific Rolling Mill Com- 
pany and the People’s Home Savings Bank 
will have to settle the losses. 

Seventh—It is unreasonable to believe 


that the Pacific Bank, or the Na- 
tional Bank of California, at Los 
Angeles, are advancieng any of the

THE BRADFIELD TRIAL, 


The Taking of Testimony 


Brought to a Close, 


‘THE “ARGUMENT BY COUNSEL: 


Speeches by Messrs. Phibbs, Ling 
and Carpenter-—Mr. Shinn and 
District Attorney McLach-~ 
lan to Close Today. 


Somewhat contrary to genétal expec- 
tation, the trial of the Bradfield murder 
case was brought to an abrupt conclusion 

yesterday morning, neither side having any 
further testimony to put in, When the case 
was resumed before Judge Smith and the 
jury at 10:35 o’clock. 4 

After the usual preliminaries had been 
disposed of, Judge Carpenter announced 
that the defense had some twenty-eight or 
thirty more witnesses from Ventura county 
and this city who were ready to testify as 

‘to the character of the late Joe Dye as a 
dangerous and bloodthirsty man, but as the 
Court had already ruled that any further 
testimony on this point would be merely 
cumulative, the defense would not, of 
course, put them on the stand, and was 
content to restits case on the testimony 
already in. 

' ‘The Court then called upon the prosecu- 
tion to introduce its testimony in rebuttal; 
but at the request of District Attorney Mc- 
‘Lachlan a recess of twenty minutes was de- 
clafed in order to allow the prosecuting at- 
torneys to consult, as they had been led to 
expect that the defense had at least three or 
four more witnesses, and they were not pre- 
‘pared to proceed on such short notice. 

At llo’ciock, as Judge Smith emerged 
from his chambers and again took his seat 
upon the bench, District Attorpey McLach- 
lan arose and addressed the Court as fol- 


lows; 

“Ifthe Court please, I will ask now on 
‘behalf of the people that the testimony in- 
troduced by the defendant, as to the geperal 
reputation of tlie deceased, Joseph Dye, be 
‘stricken out, on the ground that it has not 
been shown that the defendant knew of it, 
orthat it was ever brought to his knowl- 
edge. The Court will remember, doubtiess, 
that 1 objected to this line of testimony at 
the time of ite introduction, but the defend- 
ant’s counsel assured me that it would 
sbow tothe satisfaction of Your Honor that 
it was commupicated tothe defendant. 1 
understood that it was admitted on that 
condition only; but, as Your Honor is well 
aware, none of the witnesses testified to 
having communicated Dye’s reputation to 
Bradfield, nor bas it been shown that it was 
brought to his knowledge at anytime, As 
the case now stands, Your Honor, no testi- 
mony has been offered to show that the de- 
fendant acted in seif-defense; and | submit 
that the only purpose for which it could 
have been offered was to show the effect it 
had upon the mind of this defendant, which 
bas not been done. 1 therefore move that 
the testimony be stricken out, as it is in- 
competent, irrelevent and immaterial.’ 

Judge Carpenter denied that he ever 
promised to show, to any body’s satisfaction, 
that Dye’s reputation was communicated to 
the defendant, or that any condition was 
made at the time of its introduction. ‘The 
Court had very properly overruled the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s objection at that time, and 
admitted it. 

The Court, in ruling upon the District 
Attorney’s motion, remarked that it was not 
for the Court to pass upon testimony that 
had already been introduced. as that was 
within the province of the jury. The 
weight and credibility to be attached to 
any partof it must be determined by the 

ury alone. it would be usurping the prov- 
nce of that body to say that such has or 
has not been proved. The motion must 
therefore be denied. 

“Proceed with your rebuttal, Mr. McLach- 
Jan,” said the Court, but the District Attor- 
ney repiied: ‘The people have no more 

imony, Your Honor.” 
“Very good,” said Judge Smith, 
with your argument, gentiemen. This be- 
ing & very important case, I shall not limit 
you as to time.” 

Deputy District Attorney Phibbs then 
addressed the jury on behalf of the prose- 
cution, and occupied their attention until 
noon. Heargued that the corpus delicti 
had been proven beyond the shadow ofa 
doubt, and asthe defense had practically 
admitted that Bradfield killed the late 
Joseph F. Dye, there appeared to be very 
little doubt upon that point. 

Judge Carpenter interrupted the speaker 
at this point and said that the gentieman 
‘was misstating facts, asthe defense never 
admitted the killing. 

Mr. Phibbs referred the learned counsel 
to the speech made by R. A, Ling, Kasq., to 
the jury atthe opening of the defendant’s 
case, but the Court suggested that it would 
be more proper for the District Attorney to 
refrain from stating such things in his argu- 
ment, and the matter was dropped, 

- The speaker then reviewed the testimony 


ef the witnesses for the prosecution and 


argued that it had been shown cenclusively 
thaton May 14, last, Joseph F. Dye was 
shot and killed about 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon, while walking up Commercial street, 
by someone from the window of room 29 in 
the second story of the Arlington House. 
That Bradfield had taken that room on the 
previous day for a week. That after the 
shooting he was seen to run out of that 
room and down the hall to Wilmington 
street, where he was seen and pursued by a 
peliceman, who arrested him on RKequena 
street, ‘That Bradfield then said, “{ did 
it,” and handed the officer his pistol. That 
another policeman went up to. room 29 im- 
mediately after the shooting, and found 
there a double-barrelled shotgun, still hot, 
lying in front of the window. A satchel 
and a book, on the title-page of which was 
inscribed the name of Mason Bradfield, 
were also foundthere. It had also been 
shown that Dye was unconscious of his dan- 
gerat the time of his killing, as he, was 
walking up the street with his head bowed 
in thought. 

in conclusion, the speaker callea upon 
the jury, in any event, see that the de- 
fondant was punished to some extent for 
his crime, and not turned loose upon the 
community with license to repeat the crime. 

During his argument, Mr. Phibbs was 
again interrupted by Judge Carpenter for 
referring to the defendant as having 
“jumped” Dye’s claim, the defendant’s 
counsel arguing that there was no evidence 
to show that any claim had been “jumped,” 
whereupon the Court instructed counsel to 
confine himself to the evidence, 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

On reconvening for the afternoon session 
at 1:30 o’clock. R. A. Ling, Esq., made the 
opening address tothe jury on ‘behalf of 
the defendant, andin a strong speech of 
sixty-five minutes duration, presented the 
case as it appeared from the deferdant’s 
point of view, succinctly and clearly, 

He was followed at 2:35 o’clock by R. B. 
Carpenter, Esq., who had the floor until the 
hour of adjournment, 

During Judge Carpenter’s argument, 
which lasted one hour and thirty-five min- 

utes, the courtroom was crowded to excess, 
being aimost 


more appreciative audience, 

After nary lightly upon the weak 
case presented by the prosecution, Judge 
Carpenter called the attention of the jury to 
the fact that, although Drs. Brainerd, 
Wernigk and Mathison had been present in 
the courtreom and heard-the testimony for 
the defense, the District Attorney had not 
dared to put them on the stand to rebut 
the theory of the defendant’s insanity, and 

e conclusion was that 6ach of thém told 
him that he could not help. the prosecution 
after hearing the testimony. A 

This brought Distriet Attorney McLach- 
lan to his feet with an apology for the inter- 
ruption and an objection to the statement 
as outside of the testimony, but the Court 
remarked that it was hard: to draw the line 
as to how far counsel might go. 

District Attorney McLachlan replied 
warmly that he should insist upon holdin 
the gentleman strictly to the evidence, an 
i: “lf you want to know why these 
were here I’ll tell you. I had

Judge Carpenter resuming his argument, 
Sarcastically expréssed his regret that the 
defendant’s counsel had not conducted their 
case to suit the District Attorney, who had 
igsominiously and ‘utterly failed to make 
out any kind of a case against their client. 

‘He then touched upon the remarks of Mr. 

bbs about punishing Bradfield, and

denounced as‘An- insinwation’ to the 
jury to return a verdict of mansiaughter. 
“This man,” he said, “is either guilty of 
wilful; matietous, deliberate and felonious 


murder, gentlemen of the jury, or nothing. 


We wanj no half-way verdict.” He then 
dwelt upon the proof of the case and argued 
that though there was plenty of moral proof 
that Dye was killed by Bradfield, there was 
not a scintilia of legal proof to that effect; 
and it was upon legal proof alone that juries 
were called upon torender verdicts. The 
case froma legal standpoint was so weak 
that even bed the defense not introduced a 
word of evidence, a verdict could 30t possi- 
bi stand, 
he learned counsel then proceeded to 
Lee, Mrs. 
Rising and the barber, Manco,dwelling upon 
the discrepancies between their statements 
inthe minor details, which were always 
overlooked by persons who falsified facts. 
He particularly scored Mrs. Lee, for having 
80 far forgotten her race as to stoop to. mar- 
riage with a Chinaman, whom he stigma- 
tized as a member of ‘That detestable race, 
which is a sore upon the body politic of this 
State of California.” He also. “roasted’’ 
Mrs, Rising for her fruitiess alleged attempt 
to blackmail Mrs, Bradfield, the defendant’s 
mother. The improbability of the state- 
ments that Dye walked on heedlessly after 
the first shot was fired, was ridiculed by the 
speaker, who passed on tothe subject of 
ye’s reputation. Among other things, he 
said, *““The name of Joe Dye was the 
synohym of assassination.” 

Touching upon the statement of Mr. 
Phibbs that Dye never meant to kill _Brad- 
field, or he would taken the opportunity 
presented in Linde’s store, Judge {Carpen- 
ter said that Dye understood the law of 
self-defense better than halta dozen law- 
yers, and was not fool enough to kill the 
defendant when the latter made no at- 
tempt to dfaw a weapon after his face had 
been slapped. “Why, good God!’ ex- 
claimed the speaker, “‘that would have been 
idiocy, not lunacy.”” But had Bradfield put 
his hand back, Dye would unquestionably 
have put six bullets through his body the 
instant his victim’s elbow had crooked to 
draw the we»pon from his hip pocket. 

In conclusion, Judge Car 
eloquent plea for his youthful client, and at 
4:10 o’clock court adjourned for the day, a 
recess being ordered until 10 o’ciock this 
morning, when . H. Shinn, Esq., will 
close for the defendant and District Attor- 
a McLachlan for the prosecution.

THE ABSORBING QUESTION 
THE SEASIDE RESORT. 


AT 


An Exciting Meeting of the Board 
of Trustees—Two of the Mem-~ 
bers Hissed—Asked 
to Resign. 


The meeting of the Santa Monica Board 
of ‘Trusteés Monday night was one of the 
most unique occasions ever known in that 
town. It was not because of anything 
strange or startling in the appearance of 
the crowd in attendance, for those present 
were the regular members of ,the board, and 
the citizens who are met daily upon the 
streets and at their various places of busi- 
nes@ But there were things said and done; 
the like of which was never before wit- 
nessed in the lively little city by the sea. 

The Town Hall was well-filled, as it was 
known that the ordinanee. taking the first 
steps toward ordering the election to test 
the sense of the community in regard to the 
issuance of wharf bonds would come up 
for adoption or rejection. 

When the ordinance was read Judge Ling 
was granted permission to be heard on the 
subject. He stated that there are parties 
ready to put up a satisfactory guarantee 
that a railroad would be connected with 
the wharf, when built, and that the same 

ties will take the bonds; or they will 
ease the wharf and pay such a price as will 
cover all accruing indebtedness, in the wa 
of interest, expense of repairs, etc. In ref- 
erence to steamships landing atthe wharf, 
the Judge had no guarantee to offer, but 
asked a postponement of further action 
until this point could be settled one way or 
the other. 

Judge Morgan foliowed with his argu- 
ment, in which he insisted that the people 
had a right to vote upon the question, and 
that the two opposing trustees should con- 
cede this right to the citizens, a majority of 
whom had asked the privilege of testing 
the sense of the community by popular vote. 
At the same time the Judge said that he 
was not so sure that he himself would vote 
for the bonds. 

J. W. Fisher then suggested that it is not 
the proper thing to call the election if there 
is a probability of the bonds being defeated. 
It was therefore suggested that;actiun should 
be postponed to settie the matter about 
railway connection and steamer landing. 
1f this shall prove satisfactory, the result 
will be secure, as one of the opposing trus- 
tees will probably change his vote, and 
many citizens had expressed their willing- 
ness to vote for the bonds, ifthe utilizing 
ef the wharf is fairly settled. It was 
further suggested that pressing the matter 
merely upon the abstract proposition that 
the people hada right to vote savored of 
double dealing, as it was the only possible 
way to defeat the bonds, and therefore, a 
man might openly favor the election, while 
he is secretly opposed tothe bonds, and is 
taking the best methoa to defeat them; 
but if proper guarantees are given for rail 
and steamship conuection, there is no pos- 
sible way to prevent the propvusition from 


being carried by a two-thirds vote. 


Mr, Steere, who has been one of the two 
opponents all along, was then heard. He 
is willing to join with any 200 people and 
build a wharf. Many who had signed the 

tition are secretiy patting him on the 

k and exhorting him to stand firm, He 
would rather subscribe $1000 than bond 
other people’s property.

Favorable Otitlook for South= 
ern California, 


THE REPORTS IN DETAIL. 


Large Increase in the Acreage 
 Plantéd to Tress—Deciduocus and 
Citrus Fruits Looking Well 
—Beans and Grain. 


The ist of this month George FE. Franklin, 
local weather observer, in pursuance of the 
plan adopted by the department for gather- 
ing crop statistics, addressed a circular _let- 
ter topruminent people in the various agri- 
cultural and horticultural centers of South- 
ern California asking information on 
products. From a number of responses 
thus far obtained the following information 
of general interest is cieaned: 

VENTURA COUNTY. 

Crane Bros. of Saticoy report in their 

immediate vicihity the following acreage 
and probable yield: 
Lima beans, 6000 acres at 700 pcunde per 
acre; other varieties of beans, 700 acres at 
900 pounds per acre; corp. 650 acres at 2200 
pounds per acre. 

Beans willbe under an average yield, 
owing to lack of fogs from July 1 to harvest. 
The corn crop will be a full acreage. 

The yield of apricots from 145 acres in 
1890 was 755 tons, which is considered a 

The report on walnut trees is as follows: 


S. L. Mack, observer at Hueneme, re- 
ports the acreage in beans in that locality 

,000, as against 22,000 acres last year. 
The yield will not be as good by one-fourth 
as last year. In walnuts there is one-third 
larger oonee in bearing, but the erop will 
be one-fourth less. In fruits, especially 
apricots and prunes, the result will be 
about the same. Wheat is expected to yield 
100,000 sacks a8 against 60,000 last year, 
Barley will be 300,000 saeks as against 149,- 
000 iast year. 
The weather has been more favorable 
this year than last for all crops, and farm- 
ers are pianting their land more and more 
to beans and corn, Bean-growing is a new 
industry for the farmers on the Hueneme 
side of the Santa Clara River. 

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 

Scipio Craig of Redlands reporw that 
citrus fruits last season were below the 
average in quantity, butof superior qual- 
ity. Figures of exact shipments are not 
yet at band. 
In deciduous fruits, apricots (now being 
marketed,) are givinga heavy oop; peaches 
about the average and prunes light.. 
In grain there is an increased acreage, 
but light yield. 

Berries, a fair crop, with alarge gain in 
the output. 

The quality of crops in general has been 
above the average, and the weather has 
been favorable, except that cool weather- 
early in the season retarded the ripening 
of deciduous fruits. There has been un- 
usual activity in planting fruit trees—hun- 
dreds of acres having been put in orchard. 

W. E. Keith of Riverside reports that the 
weather conditions of that locality have 
been very favorable to,cropsof all kinds. A 
larger acreage of grain (principally barley) 
was sown than ever before, and a full 
average cropof grain and hay has been 
realized. | 

The last orange crop was not as heavy as 
that of the preceding year, being injured by 
an extremely-hot wave early in June, 1890,

There has been great activity in tree- 
planting during the past year, about 1500 
acres having been set to all 
of budded varieties, principally Navels and 
Mediterranean Sweets. 

Raisin one not as far advanced as 
usual at this"season, having been retarded 
in their Fg hag by the cool weather of 
Apriland May, but with favorable condi- 
tions the balance of the season, a good crop 
will be realized. 

ORANGE COUNTY. 

E. D. Buss of Tustin, Orange county, re- 

ports as follows: 


Last winter’s rainfall was not so great as 
the year before, but beginning later it 
proved to be fairly well distributed. The 
spring was colder and more backward than 
usual. Ali deciduous fruit trees bore an 
abnormally heavy cropa yéar ago and the 
crop is naturally light this season. Oranges 
yielded last season about as in the pre- 
ceding year, something over 200 carloads, 
open! 65,000 boxes for the ‘Tustin district. 

he prospect for next winter is a light crop 
on seedlings and a heavy one on budded 


trees. 

The English walnut is especially suited 
to this valley. The coming crop will not be 
quite a full one on old trees, but each year 
is bringing many young trees into bearing. 
The planting of walnuts last winter was 
larger than ever before and exceeded any- 
thing else, allthough some oranges, peaches, 
prunes, apricots and olives were put out. 
The barley crop, both in hay and grain, 
has been largerin acreage and in yield as 
well as better in quality than in 1890, 

More attention was given to vegetable 
planting last winter than usual—potatoes 
cabbages, onions and beans mostly. The 
yield is generally good but prices are lower 
than a year ago, Peanuts are looking weil, 
but the acreage is less than in 1890 because 
of trouble with the red spider. 

Orange and Los Angeles are the leading 
corn counties of California producing some- 
thing like one-half the entire crop of the 
State. The outlook, both asto yield and 
price for this cereal, is good.

THE GROWTH OF LEGISLATIVE 


CORRUPTION, 


In San Francisco today a man ap- 
pears in the courts of justice with a 
written complaint, usking redress for 
agrievance and recites his grievance 
to beemployment by a combination of 
twenty-four State Seoators, who com- 
bined for the purpose of blackmailing 


or Tuk ASSOCIATED T*0® people who had elected them to 


the responsible position of legislators. 
The commercial and industrial inter- 
ests of the State were to be boodleized, 
and the man who now appears in court 
says that he was to be the instrument 
of this work. There is every reason to 
believe that his allegatiopa are true. 

Commenting upon this incident a 
well-known citizen of California—a 
prominent Republican and publicist— 
writesin a private letter to the editor of 
THE Times as foilows. His utterances 
are pregnant with facts of sad import to 
the State and to this generation, for it 
is not to be supposed that California 
in this respect is much if any worse 
than the average commonwealth of 
the Union: 


Some twenty years ago on the afternoon 
of the last day of a session of the, Legisla- 
ture 1 was standing in the lobby of the As- 
sembly beside a well-known lobbyist, one 
who has been the instrument of as much, 
or more, corruption than any man living or 
dead. I was a journalist, young in the pro- 
fession, full ef curiosity to know the inside 
ofthings, and had courted and cultivated 
this gentleman with reference to the inside 
view his conversation in cerfidential mo- 
ments affurded. Heturned to me and said: 
*“Tnere is a great deal charged against the 
members of the Legislature, and much com- 
piaint of bribery and corruption, Now how 
many men do you think there are on the 
floor of this Assembly who can be 
bribed to vote for or against <a 
measure, with money?” I ventured 
the guess of twenty. He laughingly re- 
plied: “Now 1 wiil give you the exact 
truth. Thereare just five men whom a 
discreet man and one whom they b d con- 
fidence in could approach with offers of" 
money. There are perhaps ten more whose 
votes are influenced with a consideration 
of indirect benefit. There are —- ten 
or fifteen more who are thoughtful and pro- 
videntio the matter of casting their votes 
in such away as to promote themselves 
politically, or to secure for their sons or 
relatives public office or advantageous em- 
ployment by corporations.” “Well, these 
are all venal mutives,” I replied. “Now 
how many men are there on tbe floor of this 
Assembly who are governed and controlled 
by consideration for the pubiic welfare?” 
He answered with great earnestness, sin- 
cerity and candor that at least fifty and 
perhaps sixty of the eighty were endeavor- 
ng to discharge a public trust with fidelity. 

have been more or less associated with 
that gentleman all the years si:.ce that con- 
versation. I see now, looking back, that 
what he toid me he believed to be true. 1: 
see better now what it was impossible for 
me at that time to perceive, what his oppor- 


facts and materials for tie formation of 
opinions and conclusions he was in pos- 
session of. ‘The significance of this is that 
during the last Legislature 1 met the saine 
gentieman under analogous circumstances, 
1 reminded him of our former conversation, 
and though at first he did not recall it, he 
subsequently did with great distinctness, 
remembering the Legislature and the lead- 
ing issues befure that particular session. I 
said to him, “‘How many men are there on 
the floor of this Assembiy who: 
could not be bribed with money?” 
He replied with perfect sincerity, “Not 
ten,” 1 put the question in 
various forms. “Are there tifty members 
of this Asseasnbly who would vote for a bad 
measure from motives of pecuniary ad- 
vantage, knowing the measure to be bad?” 
and he answerd: “Yes, more than 
ty. 

Te every form of question the answer 
weut to the mourofui conclusion that pri- 
vate gain possessed a perfect ascendenc 
vver considerations of pubiic good. 
asked the same question as wo the Senate, 
and the same reply was elicited. I couid 
scarcely believe the awfui disclosures to 
which that conversation gave birth. I men- 
tioned individuals in their defense, ciaim- 
ing fer them exemption from the general 
ehnarge. l was given facts, with place and 
versona!l detail, sufficient to convince me 
that my charitable views were mist.ken, 

In twenty years, then, the corrupting in- 
fluences had «fflicted the very framework 
f society with a necrosis of death. 1 see 
in this no impeachment of Repubiican insti- 
tutions. I see in it only the symptoms of a 
disease, which by the law of its own peri- 
odicity, has to run its own course; but 1 
see aiso the manifestation of great vitality 
in the patient and strong symptoms of 
healthy reaction. 

‘Lue poiatofs alithis is that every time 
men notoriously bad have béen nominated 
for office, they shielded themselves behind 
party fealty or local patriotism. A scoun- 
drei known to be such is Dominated for the 
“Setiate, and jokingly his merit has been 
proclaimed as ‘‘our scoundrel,” 

The boodle business in California has re- 
sembied in its method the action of the con- 
victs at San Quentin in 1862, when they 
captured the warden of the prison and 
placing him before them used him as a 
shield against the shots of, the guards, 
They could kill the mutineers only by tak- 
ing the life oftheir commander. So cor- 
ruption, dishonesty, peculation, self seek- 
ing in office, have forever sought refuge 
behind the local patriotic instinct or re- 
spected partisan feaity. Upon the occasion 
to which [have referred the warden ‘or- 
dered the men sterniy to fire on the crowa. 
“Don’t mind me” said he, “Shoot down 
every who attempts to escape.” 
Well, 1 heard that instance mentiuned 
by men with great admiration 
as one iilustrating a high sense of seif- 
sacrifice and devotion to the right. For 
myself, | have listened for the last time to 
the appeal that California wants an office, 
and that therefore some unworthy iudi- 
vidua! must have it or California will lose 
it, Ihave listened for the iast time to the 

lea that the party wiliscore a defeat un- 
ess the bad wan nominated by it is given 
the benefit of party fealty. Neither of 
these motives shall any longer influence 
my action until a better and more normal 
state of pubiic honesty shall make itf-r 
less dangerous to yieid to these biandish- 
ments than it is at present. 


What our correspondent says about 
the abuse of party fealty is especially 
noteworthy. This is the secret of 
much of the legislative corruption with 
which we are cursed. If voters would 
resolutely reiuse to be cajoled or 
bullied into supporting a bad man for 
office because he happens to be on their 
ticket—and this line of action could be 
made consistent with the truest and 
highest. party fealty—there would be a 
way out of the difficulty except where 
undesirable men are nominated on 
both tickets, in which case there would 
be sufficient cause for an independent 
nomination. 

The remedy for legislative corrup- 
tion is with the peopie themselves. A 
stream cannot rise higher than its 
source. As long as a majority of the 
people appear to take it for granted 
that their representatives.will be cor- 
rupt, and even joke about their “‘feath- 
ering their nests,”’ how long can it be 
expected that the legislators will miss 
an opportunity of acquiring wealth by

self—as it always does? “They may 
well argue that since they are to bear 
the suspicion of having been bribed 
they may as well reap the substantial

As we have frequently remarked, al- 
together too little imiportance is at- 


legislative character—State, county 
and city. A great hubbub is made 
over u nomination which is little more 
than & clerical office, such as recorder 
or treasurer or county clerk, while the 
selection of men to make laws for this 
great State and expend millions of the 
citizens’ hard-earned money is left to 
the tail end of a meeting when most of 
the delegates are tired out, and then 
the legislative offices are often given as 
a sort of -consolation prize to 
those who have not “been thought 
worthy to keep books for the county— 
men who perhaps have been a failure 
in everything they have tried—callow 
youths in some instances whose friends 
don’t know what to do with them. 
What a farce! 

Nominations for senators and as- 
semblymen, supervisors aad coun- 
cilmen, should come first in all con- 
ventions, and only men should be 
chosen who are known to be honest 
and responsible. Then we shall hear 
less of legislative corruption. 


A REAL PARK, 


It is to be hoped that One or two 
little efforts at landscape gardening in 
this city may not absorb all our park 
energy, or divert public attention from 
the necessity of establishing a real and 
convenient public park for the city. 

The Seventh-street lake and its 
border might well be connected with a 
park, but to call it a park, is a flagrant 
misnomer. The park part or it is 
scarcely more than the shore of a small 
lake. As such it is beautiful, and, for 
what it is, may be considered credita- 
bie, but it lacks nearly every element 
of a park. 

It needs not that a park shall be 
described; everybody who has visited 
acity of any considerable size, has 
seen a park, and knows what a park is, 
and that it is something very different 
from the Sixth-street Park, or West- 
lake Park, or any other little specimen 
of landscape gardening. 

The Elysian Park, in extent and 
topography comes nearer the idea of 
@ public park, but the Elysian Park is 
in an out-of-the-way locality, in fact, 
it isa piece of waste land, left over 
after everybody and his cousin had 
helped themselves tothe city’s -patri- 
mony. To make that piece of 
ground what a park should _ be, 
would cost more than to buy 
a suitable location for one. A park} 
for the city would not need much ex- 
penditure of money upon it beyond the 
cost of the ground ‘or a long time. 
Laying it out, planting trees and mak- 
ing'a few roads would be all required 
for the present. Immediately north of 
Westlake isalarge space of suitable 
ground, now almost unoccupied and 
unimproved. If it cannot be pur-

His Monument Unveiled at 
Lexington, Va. 


An Immense Gathering of ex-Confed-, 
erates in Attendance, 


Liberal Display of the Stars and 
Bars in the Little Town. 


Gen. Jubal Early Improves the Oc= 
casion by Uttering Strongty< 
spiced Sentiments of an 
Unrepentant Old

LEXINGTON, (Va.,) July 21.—[By the © 


Associated Press.}| This is the thir- 
tieth anniversary of the first battle of 
Manassas, and Lexington, the quiet 
agricultural village,.in which wag 
spent the lifetime of Stonewall Jack- 
son, the most picturesque figure of the 
Southern Confederacy, is brilliant with 
life and color. while 10,000 strangers 
are assembled within its environs to 
participate in the exercises incident to 
the unveiling of the monument sym- 
bolic of the esteem and veneration felt 
for the great soldier. The weather is 
‘superb, a fresh, cool breeze tempering 
the rays ofthesun. Streets and build- 
ings are appropriately decorated, and 
three beautiful arches extend over 
Main street. Banners with the names 
of Jackson’s different battles printed 
on them swing within 100 yards of 
each other across the line of march. 
On one appears Jackson’s noted tele- 
gram after the battle with McDowell: 
“God blessed our army wit" victory.”’ 

Long streamers, Confederate States’ 
flags and battle flags set off with na- 
tional colors, decorate tke houses. 
Lee’s mausoleum is covered with ever- 
greens and cut fluwers. The statue 
stands on an eminence of the circlein 
the center of the city cemetery on Main 
street, well setoff with giant trees. 


V. Valeutine, who designed the Lee 
monument. The statue is a bronze of 


uncovered bead leaning on his sword 
and left leg and looking out upon the 
field of battle. In the right band at 
the side 18 a field-glass. The figure is 
clad in the full uniform of a Confeder- 
ate lieutenaat-general. The séab- 
bard of the sword bears the letters *‘C. 
8.,”’ a bistorical fact, as it was mod- 
eled from Jackson’s own sword.
